Present law enforcement methods 
are ineffective, Walter Gordon, 
chairman of California Adult au­ 
thority, asserted last night before 
Sausalito. Parent-Teachers associa­ 
tion.“I’m not sure that crime doesn’t 
pay,” said Gordon as he discussed 
every citizen’s responsibility to the 
control and prevention of crime. He 
cited the following statistics to ex­ 
plain his remark: 
An FBI survey of seven cities to 
1939 found that of every 106 felonies 
committed, there are 27 arrests, 19 
brought to trial, and 14 convicted. 
HITS «BARGAIN JUSTICE* 
Gordon attacked what he called 
“bargain counter justice” as “false 
economy.” He referred to the fre­ 
quent practice of arrangements to 
have an offender plead guilty to a 
lesser count than the crime actually 
committed, so that the expense of 
a trial is eliminated and a convic­ 
tion guaranteed* 
So although 80 per cent of de­ 
fendants to a superior court plead 
guilty, 60 per cent of these are 
pleading guilty to a lesser count, 
Gordon pointed out that ttyese 
people are more likely to commit a 
crime again if they know they can 
get away with a lesser count. * 
Every citizen, he stressed, should 
concern themselve§ with! 
1—Whether there is an adequately 
equipped and paid police depart­ 
ment with no political chuckles, 
2—Elimination of moral hazards 
to the community.

Most of this is 
used up in payment of camp costs 
but they can “net about $20 per 
month in the forestry camps and $15 
per month in the road camps.”

M.V. Schools 'Face Catastrophe 
Or Progress' In School Tax Vote 


A three-page statement favoring 
a "yea" vote in the Mill Valley Ele­ 
mentary school district special elec 
tion March S is being circulated In 
the district by the executive com­ 
mittee of the independent citizens 
committee. 
The statement, over the names of 
S. M. Shelton, Mrs. Leland Gillette, 
Kent Seymour, Dr. Rodney R. Hart­ 
man, and Carl Mosher, asks ap­ 
proval of the proposal to raise the 
district's taxing maximum from 
$1.39 to $1.50, If some other taxing 
rat# ia not approved, the rate will 
revert to 90 cents on June 30. 
Broken into seven sections, with 
various additional subsections, the 
statement proclaims the following: 
I—?That In spite of the huge area 
covered by the district, Tiburón to 
Muir Beach east and west and Corte 
Madera to Sausalito north and 
south, there has been a high quality 
of school administration in the dis­ 
trict despite Its growing pains. 
There a n five scattered schools 
In the district and a sixth, at Straw­ 
berry, is under construction. These 
have been administered well despite 
the magnified problems brought on 
by a phenomenal enrollment growth. 
'MIDDLE ROAD* 
1—The present board is pursuing 
a middle of the road objective be­ 
tween so-called progressive educa­ 
tion and the limitations of the "lit­ 
tle red schoolhouse 
S—The annual expenditure super­ 
vised by the district road exceeds 
$400,000 annually for school opera­ 
tion, 
salaries 
and 
maintenance 


alone. To this must be added the 
cost of new school construction 
which in recent years has brought 
the total of all district expenditures 
to approximately half a million do! 
lars yearly. 
In working with such a budget the 
school board has also tried to work 
as economically as possible. In the 
past year eight new classrooms have 
been converted from former cafe­ 
teria and other school space at 
cost of about $1,700 per room. This 
is considerably less than the cost of 
erecting eight new classrooms. 
ADMINISTRATION LAUDED 
The total administrative expenses 
are "very reasonable" and there "ia 
no waste, duplication or extrava­ 
gance" in administration. 
4—Despite efforts of the board, 
to make ends meet, they can not 
keep a balanced budget when Income 
is fixed by law while expenditures 
are subject to such uncontrollable 
factors as these: 
Average dally attendance has in­ 
creased 13 per cent per annum In 
the years 1939-51, while the as­ 
sessed valuation of district prop­ 
erty, which determine* the taxes re­ 
ceived from this source, has in­ 
creased only six per cent per year. 
This means that enrollment, and 
hence expenses of operation and 
maintenance have Increased 35 per 
cent more than corresponding in­ 
come from general tax funds. 
The current dollar Is worth only 
53 cents in purchasing power In 
comparison with the 2939 dollar. 
The cost of all repairs and con­ 


struction has advanced. 200 to 300 
per cent In the past decade. 
Cost of school supplies has ad­ 
vanced by leaps and bounds. 
SALARIES ADVANCED 
Salaries and wages have advanced 
materially. 
Breakdown of the $414,289.22 bud­ 
get for the school year 1951-52, 
shows state aid as $216,881.95, or ap­ 
proximately 52 per cent; district 
taxes, estimated on the $1.25 rate, 
$143,978.56, or 35 per cent; federtd 
aid, $5.000 or one per cent; reserve 
funds, $48,428.71 or 12 per cent. 
This year’s budget could only be 
balanced through use of the reserve 
funds, $26,39112 of which were ex­ 
pended in the first six months of 
the year. These .reserve funds will 
soon be exhausted. Yet commencing 
with the 1952-53 school year, a five- 
year projection of anticipated in­ 
come and expenses indicated a rap­ 
idly expanding gap between income 
and expenses. 
9—First four points are largely 
diagnostic. The next step must be 
proper treatment. 
AID FIXED BY LA W 
State aid is fixed by law according 
to a complicated formula based on 
the average dally attendance. While 
the trend ia upward, the rate of 
increase Is still too low to compen­ 
sate for other factors. The only re­ 
maining aource must therefor# be 
from Increased district taxes. . 
The current rate of $119, was ap­ 
proved in 1947 for five years by the 
district voters. Since the $115 now 
has become totally Inadequate, the 


school board is asking the voters to 
approve an increase to $1.50. 
8—Four of the main ‘Imperative 
reasons” why the Increased rate 
should be approved are: 
The rate will revert to 90 cents 
after June 30 unless the $1.50 rate 
is approved by vote. 
This election is therefore a two- 
edged sword with either positive 
or negative results. The voter must 
choose between progress snd ca­ 
tastrophe for the school district 
In terms of dollars, the increase 
requested is approximately $30,000 
per year. This amounts to $5 or $6 
per year per registered voter. 
Although the proposed rate rep­ 
resents a 20 per cent increase In 
revenue from district taxes, it will 
only produce an increase of seven 
or eight per cent in total school 
revenues. 
7—Consequence* of reversion to 
the 90 cent rate would mean double 
sessions: increase to 40 or 45 stu­ 
dents per classroom; loss of well- 
qualified teachers; curtailment or 
elimination of many essential ser­ 
vices and features of the curriculum.

At Least 25 Major College 
Athletes Are Flunked Out 


NEW YORK (4*)—The month-old 
new national 
collegiate principle 
which requires athletes to "make 
satisfactory progress toward a de­ 
gree” seems to be showing results. 


In the past week, as results of 
midyear examinations, at least 25 
varsity athletes at major college* 
have been dropped from school or 
declared ineligible for athletics be­ 
cause of scholastic deficiencies. The 
list probably is incomplete. 


Such procedure Is normal when 
examination grades are posted. But 
the attendant publicity Isn’t nor­ 


mal. In past years the colleges were 
Inclined to adopt a hush-hush at­ 
titude when an athlete failed In his 
studies. Only about a year ago it 
took several days for sports writers 
to confirm that Vie Janowicz, Ohio 
State’s All-America football 
star, 
had flunked out. 
This year, possibly because of the 
NCAA academic principle or because 
the college presidents have demand­ 
ed that athletes should also be stu< 
dents, the institutions are rushing 
into print with the news when a 
star football or basketball player 
becomes ineligible.

Opposed To Area 


Plan Authority 
OAKLAND, (JP)—Alameda county 
yesterday declared it was opposed 
"unconditionally” to plans set up 
a super planning body to plan, de­ 
velop and operate all development 
projects in the Bay Area. 
A report declaring such a move 
would be “superfluous and wasteful” 
was presented to a committee on 
Bay Area regional problems, headed 
by Asemblyman Richard Dolwig, as 
it opened a two-day hearing. 
The report, prepared by special 
Alameda county committee on Bay 
Area regional problems, represented 
opinions of a large group of dty 
officials and representatives of civic 
organizations. 
It was delivered by Morris Landy, 
former president of the Alameda 
C h a m b e r of Commerce, who is 
chairman of the Alameda county 
group. 
The Alameda county committee 
emphatically urged rejection of an 
overall commission to handle all 
planning, construction and oper­ 
ation of public facilities. 
The committee's report contended 
f fhat every activity proposed for 
such a commission already was un­ 
der study by an authorized and 
qualified agency. 
The Dolwig committee continued 
its hearing today in the supervisors 
chambers at San Francisco city hall.

Without a doubt, the operators 
agree, the San Rafael homes have 
cut their transportation costs to nil 
and have saved them the bother of 
looking for suitable living quarters.

Also under con­ 
sideration are plans for a recreation 
program for the employees.

FRIEDRICHS LAUDS WORK 
Marin Humane Society Carries 
Out Principles Of 'Pioneers 


m “Kindness to til beings and com 
Jnon sense in lie application,'’ the 
principies of humane work as ex 
pressed by Charles Friedrichs at 
the recent meeting of the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Marin County Hu 
mane Society, are exemplified by 
ih e Marin organisation, he said 
• Friedrichs, secreta ry-manager o: 
th e San Francisco Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and one of the foremost leaders 
,ln humane work in the United 
States today, spoke of the “pioneer 
devotion” of Miss Ethel H. Tomp­ 
kins and her co-workers who or­ 
ganized the Marin County Humane 
■Society in 1807. They, as all pio 
neers in humane work, had to com­ 
bat Ignorance, public apathy and 
selfish interests. 
• “Humanity" Martin, 
the 
great 
hearted Irishman, Who succeeded 
in having the first laws for the pro 
tection of animals passed and Henry 
Bergh, who pioneered the humane 
work in the United States, were 
held up to ridicule. 
Bergh was 
lampooned in the public press and 
yillified by those whose profits he 
put down when he stopped their 
cruelties. 
• The San Francisco humane of­ 
ficial in his address, illustrated by 
two splendid motion pictures, one 
“The Great Meddler” and the other 
on man’s dependence on animals, 
Sketched the history of the humane 
movement. 
In the early Hebrew writings and 


num 
the Old Testament appear a 
ber of admonitions to treat animals 
kindly, but it was the Greek writ­ 
ers and scholars and philosophers 
who brought the subject vividly 
to the people, said Friedrichs. 
DARK AGES 
The Homans, who fed Christians 
to the lions, had no concept of 
kindness for man nor beast and in 
the Dark Ages social as well as 
political and intellectual develop 
ment were retarded. 
It was not until the nineteenth 
century that a concentrated move­ 
ment was started to protect animals. 
In 1811 Lord Erskine introduced 
in England's House of Lords an

anti-cruelty bill which was defeated 
amid hoots and laughter. 
Richard Martin of Galway, Ire­ 
land, member of the Lower House 
presented a bill similar to that of 
Lord Ersklne's. That was in 1822. 
Martin, too, was ridiculed but, In 
spite of that, his bill, setting forth 
penalties for cruelty to animals was 
passed. 
The obstacles to enforce­ 
ment were great but the author of 
the bill, who was called “Humanity 
Martin” by the king, himself car­ 
ried on valiantly. The number of 
supporters to the movement grew 
and in 1824 the first humane or­ 
ganization was founded in a place 
of formidable 
name, 
Slaughter’s 
Coffee Shop. 
Young Queen Victoria was much 
interested in humane work and in 
her honor the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to An! 
m&ls was named. 
The first society for the preven­ 
tion of cruelty to animals in the 
United States was organized in New 
York in 1866. 
Henry Bergh, son 


of a wealthy ship builder, was the 
prime mover In the organization

and the agitator for the law which 
was finally passed giving humane 
officers authority to stop acts of 
cruelty to animals. 
Bergh had aeen much brutality 
in this country but when President 
Lincoln sent him to Russia as a 
diplomatic attache, ha found con­ 
ditions there infinitely worse. But 
when Bergh commanded a peasant, 
who was beating a beast, to stop 
the peasant obeyed. Bergh, In his 
position, was the “voice of author­ 
ity.” 
Realizing that he* must be 
authority to prevent cruelty, Bergh 
on return to the United States form­ 
ed the humane society, and, after 
the law against cruelty to'animals 
was passed, pinned on his badge 
and went to work in earnest. 
One of the first abuses the pio­ 
neer stopped was the overloading 
of horsedrawn street cars, and im­ 
mediately he had as his enemies 
the owners of the car companies. 
Wherever and whenever Bergh 
saw an animal abused, he inter­ 
vened. Men, who just a few years 
before had tifa privilege to beat 
or otherwise mistreat their slaves, 
fiercely resented what they believed 
their right to treat their animals 
as they wanted. 
Newspaper articles and cartoons 
labeled 
Bergh, the meddler. At 
times it seemed as if he could not 
ride over the wave of public opin­ 
ion. 
But Bergh continued his work. 
Alert, always, to prevent suffering, 
one day he rushed into a tenement 
house when he heard screams of 
pain. He found a woman furiously 
beating what he thought at first 
was an animal. 
Then he saw it 
was a little girl chained to the 
floor. Bergh ran to the child’s res­ 
cue, only to be told by the police­ 
man who had followed him into the 
house, that the woman had the 
right to “punish” her child. It was 
hers and there wasn’t any law to 
stop her. 
FAMOUS CASE 
This was the beginning of a case 
which made legal history. “A hu­ 
man being is an animal,” Bergh 
argued. He had the brutal mother 
arrested on a cruelty to animals 
charge and she was convicted. 
This 
case, 
widely 
publicized, 
brought to the great mass of people 
the realization of the need for pro­ 
tection of all helpless creatures. 
Bergh had support for the organi­ 
zation he founded and for the So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, which he was instru­ 
mental in founding. 
The humane movement spread 
across the United States. San Fran­ 
cisco’s SPCA was the fourth organ­ 
ized in the country. 
Friedrichs said “California has 
good set of humane laws.” 
He 
commended the Marin County Hu­ 
mane Society for its splendid work 
and progress. “The humane move­ 
ment,” he said “puts civilizing in­ 
fluence into a civilization.”

A Complication Of Pregnancy 
That May Be Due To Penicillin

Fregancy outside the womb seems 
to be on the increase, and penicil­ 
lin is thought to be responsible. 
This Is another reason why the 
pregnant woman should are her doc­ 
tor early, and have regular check­ 
ups when pregnant. 
The usual place for pregnancy 
Is In the womb. Pregnancies any­ 
where else are abnormal, but quite 
a number have been known to oc­ 
cur outside the womb. Many preg­ 
nancies have taken place in the 
tube, the passage between the ovary 
and womb. 
SERIOUS COMPLICATION 
Pregnancy in the tube can prove 
to be a serious complication. When 
the maturing embryo

large, it may rupture the tube, 
causing severe 
hemorrhage, 
with 
symptoms of shock, and even death 
of the mother. Early attention to 
this condition, with prompt surgical 
treatment, has usually been very 
effective in saving «the mother’s life.

the female organs, such as the tube, 
have been treated with penicillin. 
This drug adequately improves this 
condition, reopening the tube that 
was closed by the inflammation. 
However, a certain amount of 
damage, such as scar tissue, may 
remain in the tube, even though 
it is again open, and this scarring 
can interfere with the ovum as it 
descends through the tube to the 
womb. Pregnancy *in the tube can 
be the result. 
Definite figures have shown that 
there is an Increased ratio of preg­ 
nancies in the tube since the ad­ 
vent of penicillin and its use for 
female Infections. 
Physicians are, 


therefore, becoming more alert in 
detecting this unusual condition 
early, % in order to protect the mo­ 
ther at the right time. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Y. L. M.: I have visceroptosis. 
Could you tell me something about 
this condition ? 
Answer: The dropping of any of 
the Internal organs is known as 
visceroptosis.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Air Force Needs Our Help 
In Defending Our Skies 


(Outtt Idltorlai by trig. Otn Hugh A. Parker, 
Vico Commander, Western Air Defense Perce, 
Hamilton Air Force Base) 
With t command area covering the 11 west­ 
ern states, the Western Air Defense Force has a 
big job on its hands in providing air defense 
protection for some twenty-two and a half 
million people scattered over a region of more 
than one million square miles. 
It’s not only a big job, in which all available 
capabilities of WADF and the Western Army 
Anti-aircraft Command, supported by the other 
. services, participate, but an extremely challeng­ 
ing one as well, since the area of surveillance is 
as boundless as the sky that covers the 11 west­ 
ern states. There is plenty of room for move­ 
ment within this vast space, both for a potential 
enemy and for ourselves. 
Of first importance in air defense is the 
development of adequate means for detecting 
unidentified aircraft flying over this area. The 
presumption here is that any unidentified 
plane, or planes, could be the enemy’s. This is 
a round-the-clock, 24-hour project in all kinds 
of weather. 
Now for purposes of aircraft detection, 
WADF uses two systems: (1) electronically- 
operated Aircraft C o n t r o l and Warning 
(AG&W) radar stations and (2) a vast corps of 
civilian volunteer Ground Observen. The two 
systems complement one another in this way: 
For instance, radar is very effective within its 
limitations; however, it cannot set behind 
mountain ranges, of which there plenty in the 
western United States. Radar cannot determine 
the type of action a plane, or planes, may be 
engaged in, such as dropping bombs or para* 
troops, strafing civilian or military installations 
tnd personnel, or engaging in other types of 
military action. 
On the other hand, Ground Observers cannot 
affectively detect planes at very high altitudes, 
but they can at low levels and very effectively 
too. They can also determine, by sight, what 
type of action planes are engaging in and the 
type of plane, or planes, doing the action. Thus, 
the reports of the AC&W stations are combined 
with those of the Ground Observer Corps to 
complete the detection phase of our air defense 
system. 
It it on the basis of these two types of air­ 
craft detection that the operations of fighter* 
interceptor jet planes are rendered effective. It 
is axiomatic: In order to hit the enemy before 
he hits you, you have to know where he is. 
Without this prime knowledge, the best pilots 
and best aircraft are not much help, especially 
in these days of excessive altitudes and opera- 
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tlonal ranges, supersonic speeds and atom 
bombs. 
We realize that every man, woman and child 
in the 11 western states has a legitimate claim 
against the WADF for protection from enemy 
air attack, if unfortunately, it should ever 
come; and we mean to fulfill this obligation 
with all the resources at our command. Never­ 
theless, we also realize that to do the complete 
job, regardless of how many radar stations, jet 
fighters and anti-aircraft artillery units we 
have at our disposal, the aircraft detection sys­ 
tem must be backed up and fully supplemented 
by adequately-manned and thoroughly-trained 
Ground Observer Corps. 
Throughout the west, thousands of patriotic 
citizens are devoting time and energy to this 
. important phase of our home defense mission. 
Enlisted through their own state civil defense 
organizations, they are doing an important job 
and have our gratitude and commendation. But 
here is how the Ground Observer Corps situa­ 
tion stands today and, for example, I will use 
the area adjacent to Hamilton Air Force Base, 
WADF headquarters. 
Marin County has eight designated Ground 
Observer posts, six of which are in an# advanced 
stage of organization, manning and training. 
The remaining two still require considerable 
organization and training development, as well 
as additional personnel. This county, it may be 
said to the credit of its alert and conscientious 
citizenry, is better organized than many areas. 
The purpose of this extended preamble is, of 
course, a plea to Americans everywhere and in 
every walk of life and of either sex to join the 
Ground Observer Corps to help the U. S. Air 
Force and themselves with the air defense of the 
Nation, There is no substitute for action. The 
need for Ground Observers is urgent.

West Losing The War 


Because Of Lower 
A 
* 
Airplane Production 


By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON — It if time to 
face up to a simple, bleak fact. 
The Soviet Union is currently out­ 
producing the United States, and 
by an Incredibly wide margin, in 
modern combat planes. Since air 
power is certain to be the decisive 
factor if war comes, this is fright­ 
ening, to put it mildly. Yet it is 
easy enough to prove that it is a 
fact. The air war of the future 
will be fought with Jet-powered 
planes. And here the figures tell 
their own disturbing story. 
Pirst, take jet interceptors. # 
Soviet production of the MIG-15 
Jet fighter, plus newer models, 
reached during the last year, ac­ 
cording to most reliable estimates, 
an annual production rate of be­ 
tween 5,500 and 6,200 — a really 
astonishing achievement of the 
Soviet aircraft industry. Ameri­ 
can production of the older F-84 
was In the middle hundreds, and 
of the F-86 In the low hundreds— 
the very low hundreds. 
THE MIG-15, it must be added, 
is a first-rate, modern jet inter­ 
ceptor, which has already outdis­ 
tanced the F-84. Pilots who have 
fought F-84s against MIG-15s in 
Korea report that combat between 
the two planes is murder for the 
F-84s. Thus the F-84 is now con­ 
sidered obsolescent, and the newer 
M-86 is rated the only American 
plane capable of holding its own 
in combat with the MIG-15s. And 
American production of truly mod­ 
ern Jet interceptors will not have 
reached a thousand by the end of 
this year, while Soviet production 
is still on the increase. Thus, even 
by the end of this year, the Sovieta 
will have an enormous six-to-one 
advantage, at least In the jet 
fighter field. 
The comparable figures on jet 
bombers are hardly more reassur­ 
ing. During the past year, the 
Soviets are reliably estimated to 
have attained an annual purodue- 
tlon rate of about 750 Jet-powered 
medium, bombers.. They have ap­ 
proximately 450 such bombers ac­ 
tually in combat groups. 
LAST YEAR the United States 
produced considerably less than 
fifty B-47 Jet bombers—this Is the 
only American all-jet bomber ac­ 
tually in production. The British 
(who are concentrating on com­ 
mercial Jet carriers) produced one 
Jet bomber, which crashed. During 
the coming year it Is believed that 
more than 300 B-47s will come off 
the assembly Unes, plus a handful 
of British jet bombers. This means 
that hoped-for Western production; 
for the coming year will still rep­ 
resent less than half the produc­ 


tion rate reached by the Sovieta 
during the last year. 
Nor do even these somber figures 
—at least six-to-one for Jet fight­ 
ers, at least two-to-one for jet 
bombers—tell the whole story. The 
supersonic plane la the plane of 
the future, which will make sub­ 
sonic planes obsolete as surely as 
the jets are rendering obsolete the 
reciprocating engine. According to 
highly rated intelligence, the Sov­ 
iets now have actually in produc­ 
tion a combat plane which will fly 
faster than sound. The American 
air force hopes to get such a plane 
—but not before 1054. 
HERE THE DARK PICTURE 
must be balanced by certain other 
factors. The same intelligence 
sources which report the frighten­ 
ingly high production rate of Sov­ 
iet Jet interceptors and bombera 
also report that the Soviet radar 
and ground control interception 
systems are still inadequate. Thua 
it is believed that—at least for 
a time—the long range reciprocat­ 
ing engine bombers like the B-36, 
with Jet assists and refueling tech­ 
niques, could still reach Russian 
targets in case of war. 
Moreover, the Soviet jet bomber 
is believed short, on range, and the 
MIG-15 is known to have a very 
short range indeed. The MIG-15 
only operates really efficiently in 
one function—interception at very ______________________________ 
high altitude in reasonably clear

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has an advantage in other types of 
planes, for example for pound 
aupport. 
OVERALL, counting civilian 
planes and trainers (which make 
up almost half the total) as well 
as the obsolescent reciprocating 
engine types, American and Brit­ 
ish aircraft production is now 
about two thirds Soviet production. 
Jet production is now what really 
matters, but at least this estimate 
does suggest that the Western air­ 
craft industry has not been hope­ 
lessly outdistanced for the long 
pull by the Soviet industry. And it 
Is also true that some time in 1953 
American jet plane production 
should take a sharp upward, turn. 
Yet the above figures (which the 
Kremlin knows, of course, in far 
more precise detail than given 
here) ars very deeply disturbing. 
By any test, they mean simply that 
the Western alliance is very far 
behind the Soviet Union In mod­ 
ern combat plane production, 
which Is the very heart of war 
strength in being, and that the 
West will remain behind for a very 
long time to come. It is time to 
face up to this fact frankly, and a 
forthcoming report will consider 
why it is so and what can be done 
about it.

Does Tax Withheld Look 
Big? Well, You're Right 
By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK OP)—By now your 
boss has probably handed you a 
slip of paper. It shows how much 
it cost him to have you around last 
year. And it shows how painfully 
much of that you never even saw— 
the part withheld for Uncle Sam. 
IF THAT TOTAL of tax money 
withheld looks awfully big to you— 
brother, you’re right. It is big. In 
the last six months of 1951 Uncle 
Sam collected about 30 per cent 
more in taxes than he did in the 
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last half of 1950. Uncle Sam is 
getting to be a mighty expensive 
relative to have. 
Individual income and employ­ 
ment taxes in the last six months 
of 1951 jumped by 31s billion dol­ 
lars over the same period a year 
earlier. Uncle Sam’s take from in­ 
dividuals came to 1214 billion dol­ 
lars from July through December. 
The year before he took nine bil­ 
lion dollars. m 
YOUR TAKE-HOME pay total 
will be even smaller this year—un­ 
less you get a raise (and Uncle 
Sam will take part of that, too)— 
because the new higher tax rates 
will apply to all 12 months you 
work. Last year you paid the 
higher rates only on the last two 
months of your income. 
And part of your take-home tax- 
pay will go for taxes, too. The 
federal government will get some 
of it in the form of excise taxes 
on a long list of goods and ser­ 
vices you pay for. State and local 
governments will get a sizeable 
slice of it in various forms of tax­ 
ation. In many states these taxes 
are likely to be higher this year 
than last. 
PRESIDENT TRUMAN says the 
federal tax rates should be raised 
again to hold down the treasury 
deficit anticipated from the huge 
amount of spending the govern­ 
ment plans to do this year and 
next. 
Congressmen are balking at 
raising taxes and some leaders are 
warning the president that any tax 
bill calling for higher levies would 
become a target for amendments 
granting relief to various groups 
of taxpayers. The president might 
end up by getting less In tax money 
than the present law provides. 
Also, congressmen want to see 
how muefi money the treasury la 
going to collect py March 15 before 
talking about any new taxes.

How to make the idea stick and 
be effective is the problem. 
What about the advantage of 
having twins, triplets, and so on? 
If the mother has enough chil­ 
dren to be fed, she necessarily 
must leave the intakee of food to 
the child; it Is the first child that 
is victimized.

Present law enforcement methods 
are 
ineffective, 
Walter 
Gordon, 
chairman of California Adult au­ 
thority, asserted last night before 
Sausalito Parent-Teachers associa­ 
tion . 
"I’m not sure that crime doesn’t 
pay,” said Gordon as be discussed 
every citizen’s responsibility in the 
cantrol and prevention of crime. He 
cited the following statistics to ex­ 
plain his remark: 
An FBI survey of seven cities in 
1939 found that of every 100 felonies 
committed, there are 27 arrests, 19 
brought to trial, and 14 convicted. 
HITS "BARGAIN JUSTICE’ 
Gordon attacked what he called 
"bargain counter justice” as "false 
economy.” He referred to the fre­ 
quent practice of arrangements to 
have an offender plead guilty to a 
lesser count than the crime actually 
committed, so that the expense of 
a trial is eliminated and a convic­ 
tion guaranteed« 
So although 80 per cent of de­ 
fendants fa a superior court plead 
guilty, 60 per cent of these are 
pleading guilty to a lesser count 
Gordon pointed out that tl\ese 
people are more likely to commit a 
crime again If they know they can 
get away with a lesser count. * 
Every citizen, he stressed, should 
concern themseivej with? 
1—Whether there is sn adequately 
equipped and paid police depart­ 
ment w ith no political shackles. **. 
2-JBimtoation of mead hazards 
in the community. 
S—Conditions that' bring about 
degradation of th t individual. 
PROBATION WORK CITED 
4—Whether there is an adequate 
probation department fa the county. 
5—Whether the county jail is de­ 
cent to house humans and provides 
some constructive work for the pris­ 
oner to do. 
Although there are many causes 
for crime, Gordon said, it is pri­ 
marily an emotional problem. He 
said the primary responsibility for 
the emotional development of chil­ 
dren rests with the parents and dis­ 
cussed what he called ‘‘delinquent 
parents.” 
These, he categorized, * as overin- 
dulgent, dominating, vacillating and 
rejecting parents. He cited specific 
instances of prisoners fa San Quen­ 
tin whose path to the prison has 
been paved by the inadequacies of 


"delinquent” parents to give suffi­ 
cient attention, guidance and dis­ 
cipline to their children. 
In addition to parental respon­ 
sibility for prevention of crime, Gor­ 
don mentioned other actions that 
would help to prevent crime. 


ELIMINATE SLUMS 
He said slums should be eliminat­ 
ed, not because it would eliminate 
crime, but because "we are the rich­ 
est country in the world and we 
ought fa have the highest standard 
of living” t 
Better control of liquor would 
help, but it also will not eliminate 
crime since less than 10 per cent of 
criminals are alcoholics. 
Assistance to character building 
youth organizations and church 
participation was alsb mentioned. 
Once a man is in prison, Gor­ 
don said that prison administrators 
try to give individual study to every 
inmafa, 
The prisoner’s term is fixed by the 
Adult Authority on the basis of the 
man and not the crime, within the 
limits set by law for a certain type 
of crime. 
Gordon said he doesn’t believe fa 
long term imprisonment advocated 
by some people to prevent crime, 
because it eventually leaves the 
prisoner more embittered and anti­ 
social thsn whan he went fa.

Under the proposal, which Fussel­ 
man believes has been set up under 
state law, it would be possible for 
the county to set up such a district 
or districts by ordinance and with­ 
out an election. Apparently under 
the law the supervisors could take 
money from the general fund for 
operation of the districts. 


MONEY TO DISTRICTS 
A second possibility being explor­ 
ed, Fusselman said, is that the 
county could furnish money from 
such districts fa the corresponding 
sanitary district and that the sani­ 
tary district could handle the drain­ 
age problems of their particular 
areas. 
A recent ruling by Sims given 
Ross Valley Sanitary District No. 1 
declared the district has the author­ 
ity to handle problems caused by 
rain and run-off water but prob­ 
ably has no authority to act against 
floods caused by tidal action. 
The catch in this regard, Sims 
pointed out, is that the sanitary 
district is limited in the amount of 
money it can spend and that it 
might not have enough money to 
operate sewage facilities and drain­ 
age control both. 


JOIN IN ACTION 
However it is empowered to Join 
any other agency to working on such 
problems, 
Fusselman 
hopes the 
county might be thus brought fa to 
help finance the flood controls. 
Just how far the county could go 
in establishing a drainage district 
fa city areas and what authority it 
would have over private property 
are things not yet determined. Sims 
has undertaken a complete study 
of the law involved and is expected 
to make a report oih the legal as­ 
pects of the plan at Monday’s super­ 
visors’ meeting.

she came from Ban Francisco to 
Marin only "to kick the habit.” 


She told Marin Deputy restrict 
Attorney Roger Garety at San Fran­ 
cisco county Jail that she spent 
only three weeks fa the Marfa City 
apartment with Henry Gillmore to 
get rid of the heroin habit which 
was costing her $45 a day. 


Government officials fa San Fran­ 
cisco said Miss McClure would prob­ 
ably be indicted today fa federal 
court, according fa Associated Press. 
Shortly after her arrest, a witness 
whose name waa not revealed said 
that Miss McClure not only was a 
"main liner,” a dope addict of long 
standing, but planned to transfer 
her two-year career of prostitution 
fa Ban Francisco’s Chinafawn' to 
Marin, with Gillmore as her sponsor, 
Garety indicated that he took 
Miss McClure's denials with a grain 
of salt. He said that she and Gill­ 
more probably came to Marin to 
hide out and coat off during a recent 
cradfcdown on dope traffickers in 
San Francisco. 
"There must have been a sudden 
change of plans,” Garety com­ 
mented. 


The deputy district attorney went 
to San Fnyicisco for a private con­ 
ference with Miss McClure to get 
information to push his office’s case 
against Gillmore who was arraigned 
in Sausalito Justice court on three 
separate charges, two of them felony 
counts. 
Another purpose of his visit, 
Garety said, was fa find out if Miss 
McClure knew of any traffic fa nar­ 
cotics or prostitution fa Marin City. 
Though the girltdid not furnish 
Garety with any information along 
that line, he said the district at­ 
torney’s office is not through with 
its investigation.

Mercedes Boeken 


Dies; Member Of 


Old Marin Family 


Death came late yesterday to Mrs. 
Mercedes Pacheco Boeken, one of 
Marin’s most outstanding 
women 
and member of one of California’s 
oldest Spanish families. Her great­ 
grandfather came fa California as 
an infant with his parents fa th t 
1776 de Anza expedition. 
She died following a long illness 
at the family home on Rancho d t 
San Jose, granted to her grand­ 
father, Ygnacio Pacheco, by the 
Mexican government fa 1838. 
Expressions of deep sorrow for 
Mrs. Boeken’s death and messages 
telling of the, high esteem for her 
have oome f r o m distinguished 
people throughout California. Her 
associates and former pupils during 
her 28 years at San Rafael High 
sch o o l mourn the loss of a brilliant 
woman, wonderful 
mentor, 
and 
kind friend. 
Mrs. Boeken joined the high 
school faculty fa 1921. At first she 
was secretary to Oliver R. HartmflL 
high school principal and city school 
superintendent. Later she became 
head of the high school commercial 
department, 
a position she held 
until 1946 when she retired. 
Because she was a valuable mem­ 
ber of the f acuity she was urged to 
return. She served half time for on© 
year, then retired to private life. 
F r d m Superintendent HarfcmU 
came tills statement today. 
"Mrs. Boeken was one of the 
outstanding personalities In 
our 
school, was admired by our stu­ 
dents, and was a leader fa the 
faculty. 
Her students were wen- 
trained, and became notable suc­ 
cesses in commercial fields. 
"She will be long remembered be­ 
cause of her friendly attitude to­ 
ward her students, her practical in­ 
struction, her kindness and under­ 
standing. 
She 
was a wonderful 
person” 
Mrs. Boeken’s knowledge of Cali­ 
fornia and Marin county history, 
combined with her Spanish back­ 
ground and mastery of the lan­ 
guage, made her a highly valuable 
member of the Marin 
Historical 
Society. She was a charter member. 
Her 
grandfather, Ygnacio Pa­ 
checo, was the son of Bortolo (Bar­ 
tolomé) Pacheco who was brought 
to California by his Spanish par­ 
ents fa 1776 with the de Anza ex­ 
pedition. 
Ygnacio Pacheco became an of­ 
ficer at the San Francisco Presidio. 
Fc- his services to the Mexican gov­ 
ernment he was granted 6,65925 
acres of land fa Marin county, He 
named the rancho San Jose for h is' 
birthplace. 
When he first came to Marin fa 
1834 he became an alcalde. He re­ 
ceived the grant four years later 
and built a large and 
imposing 
adobe structure at what is now 
known as Ignacio. 
/ 
Mix. Boeken’s father, Gumensln- 
do PXcheco, was for many years a 
Marin county supervisor. He built 
the large house on the 
rancho, 
which remains as the family home 
today. 
She was bom fa Nicasio, where 
the family had large holdings, and 
was brought up before the turn of 
the century in Marin county. Her

Inmates Not Making 
His Life Hot: Teets 


San 
Quentin’s 
4,83« 
prisoners 
makes it the second largest prison 
in the United States and lta inmates 
are not “Just making it hot” for 
a new warden, Warden Harley O, 
Teets told the Mill Valley Optimists 
club yesterday. 
“There is no such a thing as such 
a tradition that prisoners should 
mske It hot for a new warden* he 
declared. “It s just that like other 
men they are afraid of what they 
don’t know. They are anxious to 
find out what kind of a man the 
new warden is." 
“As chief of custody at the prison," 
he went on, “I am in no position to 
win a popularity contest because I 
had charge of much of their disci­ 
pline. But they knew me as an as­ 
sistant warden. They don’t know 
what kind of a ward«« HI be." 
Although he did not refer to it 
specifically. Warden Teets was re­ 
ferring to several outbreaks at the 
prison since he was named warden. 
They were climaxed by the killing 
of two guards and wounding of two 
other* there last month. 
HARD TO UNDERSTAND 
Referring to one of the convicts 
Involved in the killing, he said, “it’s 
hard to understand what makes a 
man who has served four years of 
his sentence and Is scheduled to get 
out in a few month« do such a 
thing." 
Each new prisoner at San Quen­ 
tin to assigned to the guidance cen­ 
ter from «0 to 90 days during which 
time he undergoes a series of tests 
and examinations which attempt* to 
summarise hi* history and to sug­ 
gest proper placement for the men 
In the prison’s activities. 
“We find out everything about 
them except whether they art Re­ 
publicans or Democrats," Teets de­ 
clared. He said the system had prov­ 
en very successful and that the 
summaries had shown then&elve# to 
be accurate in cases after the men 
were released from prison.

They have been In prison 
so much they are adjusted to the 
life and cause little trouble. 


OTHER PRISONS LISTED 
Besides San Quentfh, Teets dis­ 
cussed briefly the place of the other 
prison* In the state’s basic scheme. 
These include Folsom for the most 
serious offenders. 
Soled ad 
as a 
medium security agricultural prison 
where vegetables are grown for all 
other prisons; Lancaster, the emer­ 
gency prison for youths under the 
Youth Authority; Chino, the mini­ 
mum security prison in Southern 
California. Terminal Island, former 
federal prison now used for medical 
case* and sex case* under medical 
care, and Tehachapi, the women’s 
prison which is scheduled to be 
moved to Corona early next year. 
San Quentin is a medium secur­ 
ity prison covering 440 acres, 40 
acres of which are within its walls. 
It is this year “celebrating” its hun­ 
dredth birthday, having been estab­ 
lished in 1852. It has a total staff 
of 800 employees, 337 of whom are 
uniformed guards. These work a 40 
hour week with a 15-day vacation, 
13-day skk .leave and 12 legal holi­ 
days a year. 
“As anyone with a pencil can 
figure out, we don’t have as many 
men on duty at one time as we 
would like,” Teets declared. "But 
that’s all the Legislature will allow 
us, so we will have to make them 
do.” 
PRISON BUILT WRONG 
He called the prison a perfect ex­ 
ample of what you would get if 
you attempted to build a prison all 
wrong. He noted that one of the 
buildings to one of the original ones, 
now 100 years old, another was built 
in 1859 and one cell block has 1000 
cells "the largest in the world.” 
He said the federal statutes call for 
100 cells per cell block. 
The prison operates two road 
camps and three forestry camps the 
year around, with an additional five 
or six forestry camps during the 
summer fire season. 
These men are self supporting in 
that they earn approximately $5.75 
per eight hour day. Most of this to 
used up in payment of camp costs 
but they can “net about $20 per 
month in the forestry camps and $15 
per month In the road camps.” 
Teets said the prisoned) were par-1 
ticularly in demand for fire fight-; 
ing and that last year 250,000 inmate 
hours were spent this way. 
He said roadwork done by the 
road camps to in Trinity and Modoc 
counties where it would not be eco­ 
nomically sound to build roads by 
any other means.

M.V. Schools 'Face Catastrophe 
Or Progress' In School Tax Vote 


A three-page statement favoring 
a "yes" vote in the Mill Valley Ele­ 
mentary school district special elec­ 
tion March 8 is being circulated in 
the district by the executive com­ 
mittee of the independent citizens 
committee. 
The statement, over the names of 
X. M. Shelton, Mm. Leland Gillette, 
Kent Seymour, Dr. Rodney B. Hart­ 
man, and Cad Mosher, asks ap­ 
proval of the proposal to raise the 
district’s taxing maximum 
from 
•1J8 to $1.50. Xf some other taxing 
rate is not approved, the rate will 
revert to 90 cents on June 90. 
Broken into seven sections, with 
various additional subsections, the 
statement proclaims the following: 
1—That in spite of the huge area 
covered by the district, TTburoB to 
Muir Beach east and went and Oorte 
Madera to SausaMto north and 
couth, there has been a high quality 
of school administration in the dis­ 
trict despite its growing pains. 
There are five scattered schools 
la the district and a sixth, at Straw- 
berry, Is under construction. These 
have been administered well despite 
the magnified problems brought on 
by a phenomenal enrollment growth. 
MIDDLE ROAD* 
S—The present board is pursuing 
a middle of the road objective be­ 
tween so-called progressive educa­ 
tion and the limitations of the “lit­ 
tle red achodhouee” 
9—The annual expenditure super­ 
vised by the district road exceeds 
$400.000 annually for school opera­ 
tion, 
salaries 
and 
maintenance 


alone. To this must be added the 
cost of new school construction 
which in rem it years has brought 
the total of all district expenditures 
to approximately half a million dol­ 
lars yearly. 
In working with such a budget the 
school board has also tried to work 
as economically as possible. In the 
past year eight new classrooms have 
been converted from former cafe­ 
teria and other school space at a 
cost of about $1,700 per room. This 
is considerably less than the cost of 
erecting eight new classrooms. 
ADMINISTRATION LAUDED 
The total administrative expenses 
are “very reasonable” and there “is 
no waste, duplication or extrava­ 
gance” in administration. 
4—Despite efforts of the board, 
to make ends meet, they can not 
keep a balanced budget when income 
Is fixed by law while expenditures 
am subject to such uncontrollable 
factors as these: 
Average daily attendance has in­ 
creased IS per cent per annum in 
the years 1999-51, while the as­ 
sessed valuation of district prop­ 
erty, which determines the taxes re­ 
ceived from this source, has in­ 
creased only six per cent per year. 
This means that enrollment, and 
hence expenses of operation and 
maintenance have increased 95 per 
cent more than corresponding in­ 
come from general tax fund*. 
The current dollar is worth only 
51 cents in purchasing power in 
comparison with the 1939 dollar. 
The cost of all repairs and eon- 


struction has advanced. 900 
per cent in the past decade. 
Cost of school supplies has ad­ 
vanced by leaps and bounds. 
SALARIES ADVANCED 
Salaries and wages have advanced 
materially. 
Breakdown of the $414.28923 bud­ 
get for the school year 1961-53, 
shows state aid as $216,881.95. or ap­ 
proximately 52 per cent: district 
taxes, estimated on the $115 rate, 
$143.978.56. or 95 per cent: federtdi 
aid, $5.000 or one per cent; reserve 
funds. $48,428.71 or 12 per cent. 
This year’s budget could only be 
balanced through use of the reserve 
funds, $26.391.22 of which were ex­ 
pended in the first six months of 
the year. These .reserve funds will 
soon be exhausted. Yet commencing 
with the 1952-53 school year, a five- 
year projection of anticipated in­ 
come and expenses indicated a rap­ 
idly expanding gap between income 
and expenses. 
5—First four points are largely 
diagnostic. The next step must be 
proper treatment 
AID FIXED BY LA W 
State aid is fixed by law according 
to a complicated formula based on 
the average daily attendance. While 
the trend la upward, tha rate of 
increase is still too low to compen­ 
sate for ether factors. The only re­ 
maining source must therefore be 
from increased district taxes. . 
The current rate of $1.25, was ap­ 
proved in 1947 for five years by tha 
district voters. Since the $155 now 
has become totally Inadequate, the 


to 900 school board is asking the voters to 
approve aa increase to $1.50. 


6—Four of the main “imperative 
reasons” why the Increased rate 
should be approved are: 
The rate will revert to 90 cents 
after June 30 unless the $150 rate 
is approved by vote. 
This election Is therefore a twe- 
edged sword with either positive 
or negative remits. The voter most 
choose between progress and ca­ 
tastrophe for the school district 
In terms of dollars, the increase 
requested is approximately $30.000 
per year. This amounts to 15 or $6 
per year per registered voter. 


Although the proposed rate rep­ 
resents a 30 per cent increase in 
revenue from district taxes, it will 
only produce an increase of seven 
or eight per cent in total school 
revenues. 
7—Consequences of reversion to 
the 90 cent rate would mean double 
sessions: Increase to 40 or 45 stu­ 
dents per classroom; loss of well- 
qualified teachers; curtailment or 
elimination of many essential ser­ 
vices and features of the curriculum.

OAKLAND, (**)—Alameda county 
yesterday declared it waa opposed 
“unconditionally’* to plans set up 
a super planning body to plan, de­ 
velop and operate all development 
projects in the Bay Area.

Known for several yean 
as the "Lodge,** it provides living 
quarters for some 44 company oper­ 
ators.

Mrs. Rose has had experience aa 
a house mother in living units on 
campus of University of California. 
According to Gilman women from 
all of California and Nevada wel­ 
comed the experiment in company- 
arrange'* housing.

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Seaway Plan 


Is Assailed 


By Scudder 


The St Lawrence Seaway—"es­ 
pecially u proposed" by the admin- 
istration—constitutes a f e d e r a l 
.threat on the economy 
of 
the 
northeastern United States, in the 
opinion of Rep. Hubert B, Scudder 
(R.. Sebastopol). 
Scudder made the assertion in a 
10-minute speech to the House of 
Representatives 
For the Marin congressman. It 
was a departure from his usual 
custom of speaking on matters pri­ 
marily of concern to the Pint Con­ 
gressional district of California. 
Scudder is a member of the Public 
Works committee, which is consid­ 
ering St. Lawrence Seaway legis­ 
lation. 
’The way it looks to me, this 
is strictly a political, bureaucratic 
plan to control the economy of the 
Northeast,** Scudder said, T will 
be against the program until it 
resolves itself into a practical plan.” 
Scudder called attention to the 
willingress of Canada to construct 
the seaway, whether or not the 
United States participates. “We 
should encourage Canada to do so” 
he stated. 
If Canada builds the 
seaway, 
Scudder pointed out, and the power 
project is constructed by the Pro­ 
vince of Ontario and the New York 
Power Authority, the aeqtfest for 
one billion dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money could be forgotten. 
Should the United States par­ 
ticipate with Canada in the con­ 
struction of the seaway, 300 million 
dollars can be saved if we separate 
the project and have the power 
devrtopment bear a more realistic 
proportion of the cost, Scudder re- 
portea. 
Sadder said its military necessity 
was “pretty well blasted” after ex­ 
tensive hearings and personal in­

Says Agriculture Dept.

Retail butter prices were higher 
in most stores this week. 
Eggs 
were a few cents cheaper, and there 
were only nattered 
changes 
in 
meats and poultry. 
Rains in some important winter 
vegetable growing areas 
of 
the 
south, particularly Florida, slowed 
shipments of several tender vege­ 
tables and prices climbed slightly 
in distant markets. Food shoppers 
were likely to find snap beans, cel­ 
ery, cucumbers and peppers up the 
most compared with last week-end. 
Butter rose one to live cents a 
pound on improved demand. 
Eggs were off as much as six cents 
a dozen in some places early this 
week, bringing prices to the lowest 
general levels since mid-1950. But 
by mid-week wholesale quotations 
had begun to rally. Retail prices 
were expected to average only 2 or 3 
cents below last week-end’s levels by 
tomorrow and Saturday. 
Eggs, incidentally, are featured by 
the Agriculture department as one 
of the three most plentiful foods fro 
thrifty buying this week. Another 
food spotlighted this week is dry 
beans—especially pea beans and 
baby limas. 
The Agriculture department also 
asks consumers to give special at­ 
tention to lettuce during the next 
few weeks because of current liberal 
supplies. The lettuce-growing sea­ 
son is near its peak in the Imperial 
Valley of California and prices eased 
this week in many cities across the 
nation. Cabbage, carrots and broc­ 
coli also were lower in most places. 
Prices, of citrus fruits from Flori­ 
da were reported 25 to 40 per cent 


lower than a year ago by the big 
New York Fruit Auction Corp. 
A survey of major food chains 
and independent markets planning 
specials for the coming two days 
showed these foods topping the list: 
Hams, rib roasts, pork loins, legs of 
lamb and lamb shoulders, bacon, 
sirloin and porterhouse steaks, citrus 
Juices, dry beans, lettuce, roasting 
chickens, frozen shrimp and Ched­ 
dar cheese.

DARK AGES 
The Romans, who fad Christiana 
to the lions, had no concept of 
kindness for man nor beast and in 
the Dark Ages social as well as 
political and intellectual develop­ 
ment were retarded. 
It was not until the nineteenth 
century that a concentrated move 
mem was started to protect animals. 
In 1811 Lord Erskine introduced 
in England’s House of Lords an 
anti-cruelty bill which was defeated 
amid boots and laughter. 
Richard Martin of Galway, Ire­ 
land, member of the Lower House 
presented a bill similar to that of 
Lord Erskine’a. That was to 1822 
Martin, too, was ridiculed but, in 
spite of that, his bill, setting forth 
penalties for cruelty to animals was 
passed. The obstacles to enforce­ 
ment were great but the author of 
toe bill, who was called “Humanity 
Martin” by the king, 
car­ 
ried on valiantly. The number of 
supporters to toe movement grew 
and in 1824 the first humane or­ 
ganization was founded in a place 
of formidable 
name, 
Slaughter’s 
Coffee Shop. 
Young Queen Victoria was much 
interested in humane work and in 
her honor toe Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mals was named .

Bergh had seen much brutality 
in this country hut when President 
Lincoln tent him to Russia as a 
diplomatic attache, he found con­ 
ditions there Infinitely worse. But 
when Bergh commanded a peasant, 
who was beating a beast, to stop 
the peasant obeyed. Bergh, in hi* 
position, was the “voice of author­ 
ity.” 
Realizing that he* must be 
authority to prevent cruelty, Bergh 
on return to the United States form­ 
ed the humane society, and, after 
the law against cruelty to’animals 
was passed, pinned on his badge 
and went to work to earnest. 
One of the lint abuses the pio­ 
neer stopped was the overloading 
of horsedrawn street cars, and im­ 
mediately he had as his enemies 
the owners of the car companies. 
Wherever and whenever Bergh 
saw an animal abused, he inter­ 
vened. Men, who just a few years 
before had tne privilege to beat 
or otherwise mistreat their slaves, 
fiercely resented what they believed 
their right to treat their animals 
as they wanted. 
Newspaper articles and cartoons 
labeled Bergh, the meddler. At 
times it seemed as if he could not 
ride over the wave of public opin­ 
ion. 
But Bergh continued his work. 
Alert, always, to prevent suffering, 
one day he rushed into a tenement 
house when he heard screams of 
pain. He found a woman furiously 
beating what he thought at first 
was an animal. 
Then he saw it 
was a little girl chained to the 
floor. Bergh ran to the child's res­ 
cue, only to be told by the police­ 
man who had followed him into the 
house, that the woman had the 
right to “punish” her child. It was 
hers and there wasn’t any law to 
stop her. 
FAMOUS CASE 
This was the beginning of a ease 
which made legal history. "A hu­ 
man being is an animal* Bergh 
argued. He had the brutal mother 
arrested on a cruelty to animals 
charge and she was convicted. 
. This 
ease, 
widely 
publicized, 
brought to toe great mass of people 
the realization of the need for pro­ 
tection of all helpless creatures. 
Bergh had support for the organi­ 
zation he founded and for the So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, which he was Instru­ 
mental in founding. 
The humane movement spread 
across the United States. San Fran­ 
cisco’s SPCA was the fourth organ­ 
ized in the country. 
Friedrichs said “California has 
a good set of humane laws.” He 
commended toe Marin County Hu­ 
mane Society for its splendid work 
and progress. “The humane move­ 
ment,” he said “puts civilizing in­ 
fluence into a civilization.”

A Complication Of Pregnancy 
That May Be Due To Penicillin

Pregancy outside the womb seems 
to be on the Increase, and penicil­ 
lin Is thought to be responsible. 
This Is another reason why toe 
pregnant woman should see her doc­ 
tor early, and have regular check­ 
up* when pregnant. 
The usual place for pregnancy 
is in the womb. Pregnancies any­ 
where else are abnormal, but quite 
a number have been known to oc­ 
cur outside the womb. Many preg­ 
nancies have taken place In the 
tube, toe passage between the ovary 
and womb. 
SERIOUS COMPLICATION 
Pregnancy in the tube can prove 
to be a serious complication. When

Air Force Needs Our Help 
In Defending Our Skies 


(6u«tt Idftwlof by 1«%. Gen Hugh A. Park or,

With a command area covering tht 11 weit- 
trn state*» the Wettcrn Air Defense Force has a 
big job on its hands in providing air defense 
protection for some twenty-two and a half 
million people scattered over a region of more 
than one million square miles. 
It’s not only a big job, in which all available 
capabilities of WADF and the Western Army 
Anti-aircraft Command, supported by the other 
. services, participate, but an extremely challeng­ 
ing one as well, since the area of surveillance is 
as boundless as the sky that coven the 11 west­ 
ern states. There is plenty of room for move­ 
ment within this vast space, both for a potential 
enemy and for ourselves. 


Of first importance in air defense is the 
development of adequate means for detecting 
unidentified aircraft flying over this area. The 
presumption here is that any unidentified 
plane, or planes, could be the enemy’s. This is 
a round-the-clock, 24-hour project in all kinds 
of weather. 


Now for purposes of aircraft detection, 
WADF uses two systems: (1) electronically- 
operated Aircraft C o n t r o l and Warning 
(AG&W) radar stations and (2) a vast corps of 
civilian volunteer Ground Observers. The two 
systems complement one another in this way: 


For instance, radar is very effective within its 
limitations; however, it cannot set behind 
mountain ranges, of which there plenty in the 
western United States. Radar cannot determine 
the type of action a plane, or planes, may be 
engaged in, such as dropping bombs or para­ 
troops, strafing civilian or military installations 
«ltd personnel, or engaging in other types of 
military action. 


On the other hand, Ground Observers cannot 
effectively detect planes at very high altitudes, 
but they can at low levels and very effectively 
too. They can also determine, by sight, what 
type of action planes are engaging in and tht 
type of plane, or planes, doing the action. Thus, 
tht reports of the ACScW stations art combined 
with those of the Ground Observer Corps to 
complete tht detection phase of our air defense 
system. 


It is on die basis of these two ty pes of air­ 
craft detection that the operations of fighter- 
interceptor jet planes are rendered effective. It 
is axiomatic: In order to hit the enemy before 
he hits you, you have to know where he is. 
Without this prime knowledge, the best pilot» 
and best aircraft are not much help, especially 
in these days of excessive altitudes and opera-

dona! ranges, supersonic speeds and atom 
'tem bs. 


We retlizt that every man, woman and child 
in the 11 western states has a legitimate claim 
against the WADF for protection from enemy 
air attack, if unfortunately, it should ever 
come; and we mean to fulfil! this obligation 
with all the resources at our command. Never­ 
theless, we also realirt that to do the complete 
job, regardless of how many radar stations, jet 
fighters and anti-aircraft artillery units we 
have at our disposal, the aircraft detection sys­ 
tem must be backed up and fully supplemented 
by adequately-manned and thoroughly-trained 
Ground Observer Corps. 


Throughout the west, thousands of patriotic 
citizens are devoting time and energy to this 
important phase of our home defense mission. 
Enlisted through their own state civil defense 
organizations, they are doing an important job 
and have our gratitude and commendation. But 
here is how the Ground Observer Corps situa­ 
tion stands today and, for example, I will use 
the area adjacent to Hamilton Air Force Base, 
WADF headquarter«. 


Marin County has eight designated Ground 
Observer posts, six of which are in an advanced 
stage of organization, manning and training. 
The remaining two still require considerable 
organization and trainftig development, as well 
as additional personnel. This county, it may be 
»id to the credit of its alert and conscientious 
citizenry, is better organized than many areas. 


The purpose of this extended preamble is, of 
course, a plea to Americans everywhere and in 
every walk of life and of either sex to join the 
Ground Observer Corps to help the U. S. Air 
Force and themselves with the air defense of the 
Nation. There is no substitute for action. The 
need for Ground Observers is uigent.

Because Of Lower 


Airplane Production 


By JOSEPH end 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON - It is time to 
face up to a simple, bleak faet. 
The Soviet Union is currently out­ 
producing the United States, and 
by an incredibly wide margin, in 
modern combat plane». Since air 
power is certain to be the decisive 
factor if war comes, this is fright­ 
ening, to put it mildly. Yet tt is 
easy enough to prove that it Is a 
fact. The air wsr of the future 
will be fought with Jet-powered 
planes. And here the figures tell 
their own disturbing story. 


First, 
take 
jet 
interraptors., 
Soviet production of the MIG-15 ’ 
Jet fighter, plus newer models, 
reached during the last year, ac­ 
cording to most reliable estimates, 
an annual production rate of be­ 
tween 5,500 and 6.200 — a really 
astonishing achievement of the 
Soviet aircraft Industry. Ameri­ 
can production of the older P-S4 
was in the middle hundreds, and 
of the F-86 in the low hundreds— 
the very low hundreds. 


THE MIG-15, it must be added, 
is a first-rate, modern Jet inter­ 
ceptor, which has already outdis­ 
tanced the F-M. Pilots who have 
fought F-84a against MIG-15s in 
Korea report that combat between 
the two plane* is murder for the 
F-Ms. Thus the F-84 is now con­ 
sidered obsolescent, and the newer 
M-86 is rated the only American 
plane capable of holding Its own 
in combat with the MIG-15s. And 
American production of truly mod­ 
em Jet interceptors will not have 
reached a thousand by the end of 
this year, while Soviet production 
is still on the Increase. Thus, even 
by the end of this year, the Soviets 
arlfl hsvt an enormous six-to-one 
advantage, at least in the jet 
fighter field. 


The comparable figures on Jet 
bombers ere hardly more reassur­ 
ing. During the past year, the 
Soviets are reliably estimated to 
hsvt attained an annual produc­ 
tion rate of about 750 Jet-powered 
medium bombera They have ap­ 
proximately 450 such bombers ac­ 
tually In combat groups. 


LAST TEAR the United States 
produced considerably toss than 
fifty B-fT Jet bombers—this is the 
only American all-jet bomber ac­ 
tually in production. The British 
(who are concentrating on com­ 
mercial Jet carriers) produced one 
Jet bomber, which crashed. During 
the coming year it Is believed that 
more *thin 800 B-47s will come off 
the assembly lines, plus a handful 
of British jet bombers. This means 
that hoped-for Western production, 
for the eomlnr year will still rep­ 
resent less than half the produc­ 


tion rat« reached by the Soviet« 
during the last year. 
Nor do even these somber figures 
—at least six-to-one for jet fight­ 
ers, at least two-to-one for jet 
bombers—tell the whole story. Th« 
supersonic plane is the plane of 
the future, which win make sub­ 
sonic planes obsolete as surely as 
the jets are rendering obsolete th« 
reciprocating engine. According to 
highly rated intelligence, the Sov­ 
iets now have actually in produc­ 
tion a combat plane which will fly 
faster than sound. The American 
air force hope« to get such a plan« 
—but not before 1954. 


HERE THE DARK PICTURE 
must be balanced by certain other 
factors. The same 
Intelligence 
sources which report the frighten­ 
ingly high production rate of Sov­ 
iet Jet Interceptors and bombers 
also report that the Soviet radar 
and ground control interception 
systems are still inadequate. Thus 
it is believed that—at least for 
a time—the long range reciprocat­ 
ing engine bombers like the B-S6, 
with Jet assists and refueling tech­ 
niques, could still reach Russian 
targets in esse of war. 
Moreover, the Soviet jet bomber 
is believed short on range, and the 
MIG-15 Is known to have a very 
short range indeed. The MIG-IS 
only operates really efficiently in 
one function—interception at very 
high altitude in reasonably clear 
weather. The Soviets are only just 
starting on all-weather fighters, 
and the United States probably 
has an sdmntsge in other types of 
planes, for example for ground 
support. 


OVERALL, 
counting 
civilian 
planes and trainers (which make 
up almost half the total) as well 
as the obsolescent reciprocating 
engine types, American and Brit­ 
ish aircraft production is now 
about two thirds Soviet production. 
Jet production is now whst really 
matters, but at least this estimate 
does suggest that the Western air­ 
craft industry hss not been hope­ 
lessly outdistanced for the long 
pull by the Soviet industry. And it 
is also true that some time in 1953 
American Jet plane production 
should take a sharp upward, turn. 
Yet the above figures (which th« 
Kremlin knows, of course, in far 
more precise detail than given 
here) ere very deeply disturbing. 
By any test, they mean simply that 
the Western alliance is very far 
behind the Soviet Union in mod­ 
ern 
combat 
plane 
production, 
which is the very heart of war 
strength in being, and that the 
West will remain behind for a very 
long time to come. It is time to 
face up to this fact frankly, and a 
forthcoming report will consider 
why it is so and whst can be done 
about it. 


TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
Does Tax Withheld Look 
Big? Well, You're Right

NEW YORK (4P|—By now your 
boss hss probably handed you a 
slip of paper. It shows how much 
it cost him to have you around last 
year. And it shows how painfully 
much of that you never even saw— 
the part withheld for Uncle Sam. 


IF THAT TOTAL of tax money 
withheld looks awfully big to you— 
brother, you’re right. It is big. In 
the last six months of 1951 Uncle 
Sam collected about 30 per cent 
more in taxes than he did in the 
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last half of 1950. Uncle Sam is 
getting to be a mighty expensive 
relative to have. 


Individual income and employ­ 
ment taxes in the last six months 
of 1951 jumped by 34 billion dol­ 
lars over the same period a year 
earlier. Uncle Sam’s take from in­ 
dividuals came to 124 billion dol­ 
lars from July through December. 
The year before he took nine bil­ 
lion dollars. 
* 
YOUR TAKE-HOME pay total 
will be even smaller this year—un­ 
less you get a raise (and Uncle 
Sam will take part of that, too)— 
because the new higher tax rates 
will apply to all 12 months you 
work. 
Last year you paid the 
higher rates only on the last two 
months of your income. 
And part of your take-home tax- 
pay will go for taxes, too. Tht 
federal government will get some 
of it in the form of excise taxes 
on a long list of goods and ser­ 
vices you pay for. 8tate and local 
governments will get a sizeable 
slice of tt in various forms of tax­ 
ation. In many states these taxes 
are likely to be higher this year 
than last. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN says the 
federal tax rates should be raised 
again l o tio. d down the treasury 
deficit anticipated from the huge 
amount of spending the govern­ 
ment plans to do this year and 
next. 


Congressmen 
are 
balking 
at 
raising taxes and some leaders are 
warning the president that any tax 
bill calling for higher levies would 
become a target for amendments 
granting relief to various groups 
of taxpayers. The president might 
end up by getting less in tax money 
than the present law provides. 
Also, congressmen want to see 
how mucti money the treasury is 
going to collect py March 15 before 
tallung about any new taxes.

— normally —a well child. 
Th« 
child’s wish to eat is the effect 
of being well; consuming a large 
volume of food is Pot a cause of 
health. 
But the dumb mother, perceiv­ 
ing only that a well child eats a* 
lot, assumes that, if she can get 
her child to eat copiously, th« 
hapless offspring will be well. 
The idea of limiting the child’s 
consumption is simple enough; and 
any mother will agree with what 
is advised by all authorities — 
and then try to Jam more maca­ 
roni, mayonnaise and mince pie 
down the throat of 
— often 
resisting — progeny. 
How to make the idea stick and 
be effective is the problem. 
What about the advantage of 
having twins, triplets, and so on? 
If the mother has enough chil­ 
dren to be fed, she necessarily 
must leave the intakee of food to 
the child; it is the first child that 
is victimized.

needs to be "modem and demo­ 
cratic” and that the children are 
to be trained to "live in our demo­ 
cratic society." 


I do not know much about the 
modernity of the schools, but in 
my day we were at least taught 
to spell and to know the meaning 
of words. And the kind of govern­ 
ment we had, one that was fore­ 
sworn to be the eternal foe of 
democracy. I take it that Bliss la 
not much of an educator or he 


would know something of thee« 
things too. Democracy has been 
explained, for those who need to 
know, right in this column and 
several national magazines have 
given treatment to the word from 
time to time. 
Some official 
government manuals h a v e also 
explained it, though most of these 
were withdrawn with the coming 
of the second Roosevelt. But all 
one needs to know is early Ameri­ 
can history, its documents and the 
words of Thomas Jefferson. Our 
founding fathers were more op­ 
posed to democracy (mob rule or 
anarchy) than they were to king­ 
craft and they applied every safe­ 
guard to make this a constitution­ 
al republic a n d nothing else, 
which, as it happens, is the op­ 
posite of democracy. 


Let’s get this straight before 
we can think about anything or 
do anything that la safe a n d 
proper. As an American, I would 
be glad If I never again heard th« 
word "democracy" with ita present 
false connotations.
